Ottawa, March 441.—-A most impor- 
jaut announcement was made today by 
Hon, Geo, P. Graham in connection 
with his annual railway budget. It was 
that the Government has definitely de- 
cided to construct the Hudson Bay rail- 
way itself and that when the road js 
puilt, a plan for the operation of the 
voad will be submitted to parliament; 
also that arrangements wil Ibe entered 
into for the constrnetion of elevators 
and terminal facilities and for a steam- 
ship servico to ply between Hudson 
Bay and Great Britain. Mr Graham said 
that supplementary estimates would 
contain a sum which parliament would 
be asked to vote and that he would then 
go into the whole question of this route 
iu detail. 

In introducing the matter to-day, the 
Minister of Railways first reviewed the 
failure of previous attempts to build 
the railway and remarked that the 
name of Mr. Hugh Sutherland would 
always be recalled in connection with 
the serious atlempts which have been 
made to provide this route for the west. 
in view of the failure of private com- 
panies lo build the line, he said the 
Government had displayed its usual 
wisdom in taking up the matter itself.

Mr. Graham said that when a depu- 
tation had waited upon Sir Wildrid and 
himself in Brandon last summer in re- 
gard to the Hudson Bay railway, he had 
remarked that it would be a good route 
over which to ship to Great Britain.
